Rabies Alert Issued 


‘Stay away and don't touch!” ts 
the best way to prevent getting bit 
ien by an animal with rabies. State 
health department officials are en 
couraging Alabamians to get their 
pets vaccinated and stay away from 
wild or stray animals, according to 
Dr. Bill Johnston, state public health 
veterinarian, Alabama Department 
of Public Health. 

This waming comes alter a re- 
cent incident of exposure to a puppy 
with rabies in Dale County. Accord- 
ing to reports, a woman stopped to 
pick up two stray puppies on the 
side of County, Road 95, south of 
Ariton. After one puppy became 
sick, Ozark veterinarian Dr. John 
Tamplin suspected rabies and a la- 
boratory examination revealed the 
puppy to be rabid. The puppy was 
estimated to be only 7-8 weeks old. 

According to Dr. Johnston, “Tt is 
rare for an animal that young to 
have rabies. Consequently, the pup- 
py probably became infected from 
its mother through her milk or was 
born with the virus.” Officials are 
concerned that other pups from the 
litter may also be in the area. and 
may expose more people and ani- 
mals to the deadly disease. Twelve 
people are already taking post- 
exposure rabies treatment as a result 
of contact with the animal. 

Residents are advised to have 
their pets vaccinated immediately as 
required by state law. Also, any resi- 
dents in the Ariton community of 


Dale County who may have had: 


contact with any stray puppies in the 
last few weeks should notify the lo- 
cal health department immediately. 


“This incident verifies that wild 
life rabies has spilled over into do 
mestic animals in the area and that 
citizens should not only avoid wild 
animals, but also strays,” Dr. John 
ston said. According to health de 
partment records, Dale County is 
considered to be highly endemic for 
rabies with 72 animals found rabid 
over the past 10 years. 

The State Health Department 
also gives the following advice to 
humans exposed to animals suspect 
ed of rabies. 

*Wash the wound 
with soap and water, 

*See a doctor right away. 

*Report the bite to your county 
or area health officer, Get important 
information from the biting animal's 
owner such as the name of the ani- 
mal and owner, addresses, phone 
numbers, and the kind of biting ani- 
mal. 

*All dogs and cats which bite or 
expose humans must be placed in 
quarantine with a licensed veterinar- 
ian for 10 days, even if the animal 
has been immunized for rabies. 

*If an exposure to rabies occurs, 
do not damage or destroy the ani- 
mal’s head. This tissue is necessary 
for laboratory testing.

Time Has Come for Balanced Budget Amendment 


About a year ago, a gutless 
Congress turned and ran from re 
sponsibility when it was tasked to put 
an end to federal budget deficits. This 
week, the U.S. House has a chance to 
reverse that act of fiscal cowardice, 
and at the same time, secure a better 
future for our children. The time has 
finally come to pass a federal bal- 
anced budget amendment. 

Controlling spending is the pri- 
mary means to controlling the federal 
deficit. Just trusting politicians to do 
the right thing has failed the nation 
miserably. Nota single federal bud- 
get has been balanced since the 
Dwight Eisenhower Administration. 
Institutional reforms that would pres- 
sure Congress to cut its spending are 
the only way to have a positive effect. 

A recent Washington Post/ 
ABC News poll showed that more 
than 75 percent of Americans favor a 
balanced budget amendment. Be- 
cause the best way to cure an addict is 
to restrict his access to his addiction, 
the public knows the deficit spend- 
ing-addicted Washington politicians 
can no longer be allowed any leg 
room to charge our country into the 
red, 

America’s national debtis cur- 
rently surpassing $4.3 trillion. As a 
result, each of us is walking around 
with a $17,000 debt share, which will 
continue to grow as it is inherited by 
our children and grandchildren. This 
debt affects our national standard of 
living and our ability to remain a 
Viable economic power onan increas- 
ingly competitive world stage. In 
short, the public has decided that 
Washington should relinquish its 
open-ended credit card and begin to 
spend only what it takes in, 

Therefore it is no surprise that 
the number one item in the Republi- 
can Congress’s “Contract with 
America” is the balanced budget 
amendment. This week, lawmakers

Will have a chance to vote on this 
long-awaited legislation. It is inter- 
esting to note that many who oppose 
the balanced budget amendment of- 
len charge that its passage would 
tamper with the Constitution, as if it 
could be broken or caused irreparable 
harm in the process. 

The fact is the Founding Fa- 
thers explicitly addressed economic 
issues throughout the Constitution. 
Tax policy, monetary policy, trade, 
regulation, and private property rights 
are jus: some of the many economic 
issues dealt with in this revered na- 
tional document. A balanced budget 
amendment is already part of most 
state constitutions and appears to have 
served them well. 

Again the opponents say a bal- 
anced budget amendment is just for 
show and is a means to avoid making 
real choices about how to balance the 
budget. Well, I disagree, The bal- 
anced budget amendment would ac- 
tually force lawmakers to make the 
hard choices that they have success- 
fully evaded until now. 

Naysayers also claim that a 
balanced budget amendment will 
mean massive tax increases and So- 
cial Security benefit cuts. Again 
they're wrong. The balanced budget 
amendment contains a tax limitation 
provision that would not allow Con- 
gress to resort to big tax increases. 
Moreover, Social Security need not 
be cut to balance the budget. In fact, 
its own solvency would be enhanced 
by a balanced federal budget. 

There is no better argument to 
balance the budget than the $230 bil- 
lion that we spend each year just to 
pay the interest on the national debt. 
Wouldn’tit be nice to use that money 
on education, job training, or how 
about a tax cut for hard working 
Americans? Let’s bite the bullet for 
America and pass the balanced bud- 
get amendment.

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Richard Clark makes a difference for the 
Jude 


children of St. 


Richard Clark has 
pent the past six years as a pharma 
cist at St. Jude Children’s Research 
Hospital in Memphis. The renowned 
research center founded by the late 
entertainer Danny Thomas is recog 
nized as a world leader in treating 
such catastrophic diseases of infancy 
such as leukemia, brian tumors, and 
pediatric AIDS. 

Richard, a 1974 graduate of Elba 
High School who attended Troy 
State University and earned his phar- 
macist degree at Auburn Pharmacy 
School, says working with these spe- 
cial youngsters has changed the way 
he thinks about things. Since being a 
member of the St, Jude Hospital 
staff, he says, “I think much more 


about other people than I do about * 


myself. I used to be centered more 
on me.” 

Although his job required him to 
be familiar with patients’ names and 
treatment information that’s housed 
in the hosputal’s computer system, 
Richard says the children of St. Jude 
represent far more than data reflect- 
ed on a screen, He explains that as a 
physician’s orders are written, 
they’re photocopied and handed over 
to him. He then looks up the patient 
in the computer, compares the order 
with those already listed, checks to 
see if there are any drug interactions 
and makes sure the medications are 
given in the correct dosages and at 
the right times. 

Richard sometimes has to ques- 
tion the patient about the medication. 
For example, if tests. indicate a pa- 
tient’s drug level for a specific drug 
is too low, Richard needs to know 
why. 

He says, generally speaking, the 
patients tend to respond to him in a 
different light than they do to the St. 
Jude doctors and nurses. “I don’t 
give them the shots and I’m not the 
bad guy who has to let them know 
their treatment isn’t going well. Un- 
fortunately, I also don’t get to be the 
good guy who tells them when 
things are going well for them.” 

Richard admits working with fa- 
tally ill children carries a high de- 
gree of stress and might expiain why 
his favorite away-from-work hobby 
is the martial art Taekwondo. It’s 
also important not to carry the job 
home with him, which isn’t always 
an easy task since in April he mar- 
ried Emily Lyn Piercey, a St. Jude 
bone marrow transplant nurse. 

But the positive outweighs the 
negative for Richard and he says, 

“Even when my days are hectic, | 
feel I’ve accomplished something. | 
feel I’m attaining my goals because 
I’m helping children and I’m trying 
to make things better for them.” 

When he first moved ts Mem- 
phis, he worked at two other hospi- 
tals before joining St. Jude and ad- 
mits he was a “little tentative 
dealing with pediatric patients and, 
on top of that, cancer patients.” 

“I’d really never had any experi- 
ence with either, but I decided to 
give it a try and I’m glad I did.” 

He says there is also much to be 
said for spending your days in a 
teaching environment because 
“working with the faculty here af- 
fords the opportunity to learn a lot 
of new procedures and techniques 
and the people at St. Jude are good 
teachers.” 

Richard, the son of Elba's Dr. 
and Mrs. James H. Clark, admits 
that before joining St. Jude he wor- 
ried that it might be a depressing 
place to work. “I thought people 
would have a hard edge to them and 
be so focused on their research and 
the children that they wouldn’t be 
friendly. I was totally wrong. The 
Staff is extremely open and friendly 
and we work well as a team. 

“I just think that what we're do- 
ing at St. Jude is very special; there 
are so few hospitals in the world do- 
ing the kind of research and care 
that we’re offering.” 

Richard says the one unifying 
point that seems to draw all the staf! 
together is their mutual care and fo- 
cus toward the patient. “St. Jude has 
some brilliant people on its staff, but 
the most important people at St. 
Jude are the patients, They have a 
higher priority than any of us. If it 
takes working a 12-hour day to help 
a patient, then that’s what you do.” 

Expressing the philosophy that 
has made St. Jude Hospital enjoy 
such a famous reputation, not only 
for its research but also for its com- 
passion, Richard says, “I’m here to 

leam, but the main reason I'm here 
is for the children. I'll do whatever's 
necessary to help the patients,” 

St. Jude Children’s Research 
Hospital recently dedicated a new 
patient care center, a 200,000 
square-foot, state-of-the-art facility 
signaling completion of a major por- 
tion of the hospital's seven-year, 
$140 million renovation and expan- 
sion plan, The expansion was fund- 
ed by ALSAC (Ainerican Lebanese 
Syrian Association Charities), the 
fund raising organization founded 
by Danny Thomas with the sole nur- 
pose of supporting the hospital, All 
St. Jude patients are treated regard- 
less of their ability to pay, with AL- 
SAC covering all costs beyond those 
reimbursed by third party insurers 
and total cosis when no insurance is 
available,

Low interest housing 
repair loans and 
grants available 


Horace H. Horn, Jr., Acting State 
Director for Rural Economic and 
Community Development, formerly 
Farmers Home Administration 
(FmHA), announced they have 
available a substantial amount of 
loan funds to assist very low income 
persons repair substandard owner- 
occupied housing, 

These funds are available 
through RECD’s Section 504 hous- 
ing program. The housing to be re- 
paired must be located in a rural 
area which includes most towns in 
Alabama not exceeding a population 
of 20,000, If the home owner is 62 
years of age or older and it is pro- 
Jected by a budget that they cannot 
repay all or part of the loan, they 
may receive a grant of up to $5,000 
under this program, The maximum 
amount of the loan may be up to 
$15,000 with an interest rate of 1% 
amortized over 20 years, 

Grant funds must be used exclu- 
sively to remove safety and health 
hazards; however, loan funds may 
be used to make changes to the 
dwelling for convenience or cosmet- 
ic purposes,

Not only was Mr. Griffin the prin- 
cipal, but he also taught the 8th and 
9th grades, and before the school 
closed in the ‘60's, he had added the 
7th grade to his workload. 

Not only did he teach, but he also 
coached basketball and softball 
teams, Curtis always had winning 
teams. 

Each year the 9th grade produced 
a three-act play which Mr, Griffin 
directed. We performed the plays at 
night and always had large audienc- 
es. 

Before we had a janitor, Mr. Grif- 
fin arrived early to build roaring 
fires in the big pot belly stoves in 
each classroom. We brought in kin- 
dling and wood each afternoon as 
part of our daily chores. 

When the toilets wouldn’t flush, 
Mr. Griffin became the plumber and 
fixed them. We also remembered 
how he labored to clean the grease 
traps outside the lunchroom, There 
was no maintenance department! 

A lunchroom was added to the 
school around 1942 and we remem- 
bered that Mr. Griffin told us to 
bring Our own eating utensils. He al- 
lowed students to bring milk in bot- 
ules or jugs to help pay for their 
lunches, Also we brought vegetables 
when in season, Our father furnished 
pine slabs for firewood and we never 
had to worry about lunch money. 

Mr. Griffin had a good sense of 
humor and laughed with students, 
not at them. He was compassionate 
and made each student feel special. 
Most of our parents were farmers; 
many owning their own farms while 
there was a large number of children 
of sharecropper families attending 
school. He treated everybody alike. 

Each Friday we went to the audi- 
torium for chapel. Following pro- 
grams presented by different grades 
each week, Mr. Griffin always lec- 
tured to us about the value of getting 
a good education, 

He had to know first aid because 
he was the school nurse! You always 
went to Mr, Griffin’s office when 
you were sick or had an accident. He 
seemed to know what to do. In emer- 
gencies, he would put the student in 
his little black car and take him to 
the doctor in town, 

Long before recycling was known 
to us, Mr, Griffin kept hogs in 
fenced pens behind the school house 
and they were fed scraps from the 
lunchroom. At the end of the school 
year, the hogs were sold to purchase 
Supplies and equipment for the 
school, 

Curtis students went to Elba or 
Opp after graduation from the ninth 
grade at Curtis. They were often 
among the top graduates their senior 
year, Mr, Griffin and his teaching 
staff were excellent educators and 
provided us with a good background 
for learning, 

Mr. Griffin attended 7 of the 9 
Curtis school reunions during the 
past years and always enjoyed sce- 
ing his former students, He will be 
greatly missed by all - but not for- 
gotten,

Bread is universal...itis for everybody 

Certain expensive foods are be 
yond the reach of impoverished peo 
ple and can only be obtained by rich 
folk. Other rare products are availa 
ble only in certain privileged coun 
trics. Yet, bread is accessible to all 
nauions, The poor need it, but even 
wealthy people require the nourish- 
ment that is supplies, Other com- 
modities may please the taste, but 
everybody needs bread. When that 
alone is attainable among the poor, it 
Is sufficient to sustain life. Perhaps 
the Lord had these thoughts in mind 
when He claimed to be the Bread of 
Life. He came to be within reach of 
all nations, 

Bread is unique...it must be supplied 

Fruit grows on trees, but bread 
has to be supplied! Unless someone 
grinds the corn, makes the flour, and 
bakes the dough, bread would never 
be available to hungry people. Simi- 
larly, the manna eaten by Israel had 
to be supplied, It was, not found on 
trees nor plants--God had to send it 
(see Exodus 16:12-14).

To ad- 
mire what is proclaimed. about its 
Sustaining virtues cannot strengthen 
the body. It is necessary to appropri- 
ate these qualities and to absorb 
them into our system so that the 
bread can minister to our deepest 
physical need. These truths apply to 
Christ. With Him we live, without 
Him we die. . 

The feeding of the thousands can 
be a story of hope for you today. The 
loaf of bread reminds us of the mer- 
cy of God. There is a piece for every 
person--if only he will take it! 
Blessed is the man who knows 
where living bread can be obtained 
and never rests until he has it!

Coach Wood has always been plain spoken and honest when dealing 
with any situation, and that trait has often ruffled the feathers of some 
fans, players and fellow coaches, He has always been fair with everyone 
he has dealt with; however, and has helped turn the lives around of many 
young men in Elba that might have been headed in the wrong direction. 
All the wins are part of history and are in black-and-white, but the behind 
the scenes things done by Coach Wood over the years will be what I re- 
member most. He was misunderstood by those who didn’t know him, and 
by many who did, and I’m sure there are some who developed an opinion 
without ever even meeting the man 


Mack Wood came to Elba ata very important lime in the history of the 
choor and: its athleue program. Coach Wood returned the Elba Tigers 
into a slile power im football, helped unite the entire community behind 


the program and did more for school pride and school spirit than anyone 
has ever done, ever! Sure, Couch Wood was somewhat of a loner and 
didn't drink collee at the corner drug store like many fans would have 
liked, but he was “The Couch” and was respected far and wide for his 
abilities in the field of athletics 

When Coach Wood hangs up his whistle on March 31 he will leave as 
the winningest couch ever in the history of Elba Tiger football, and will 
be remembered as the coach that put two state championship trophies in 
the trophy case. He should also be remembered as the coach who helped 
end many young men on to college with athletic scholarships and as the 
couch who put the program back together after the flood that destroyed 
hot only the school, but the town, and the lives of many of his students, 
The people who saw Coach Wood on the field on Friday nights and 
talked to him after a game, or at the post office or convenience store, had 
no idea of what he wats really like. I feel honored to have known Coach 
Wood for the past 18 years, and feel like | know him perhaps as well as 
anyone in Elba. His absence at Elba High will create a void, and like him 
or not, will mark the end of an era. 

Good luck Coach, and thanks!

Many cloth- 
ing manufacturers make patterns 
based on 1942 government standards 
for body measurement. 

Another reason for fit problems is 
that individual companies develop 
their Own size standards. Therefore, 
identical garments can have the 
same size on the label but fit differ- 
ently. With these variations in fit, 
shopping for clothing can be a frus- 
trating experience for some women. 
If you are planning to shop for 
clothes during. the after-inventory 
sales and clearance sales, follow 
these basic steps to help reduce the 
stress of shopping. 

Dress for shopping. Wear clothes 
that aren’t tight, bulky or uncomfort- 
able in any way.

One of the first crops that goes in 
the vegetable garden is English peas, 
and they can be planted now, Many 
of the old-time gardeners like to 
plant their English peas between 
Christmas and New Year's. Planting 
at this time you stand a chance of 
geting them killed by a hard freeze, 
but it can be worth the risk, 

Onions are one of the earliest 
crops planted in the garden and are a 
good way to start the season. 

Most garden centers and seed and 
plant stores sell Vidalia onion trans- 
plants. This mild, sweet onion has 
been grown commercially in the Vi- 
dalia, Georgia area for many years. 

Texas Grano 502 and Grannex 33 
are the varieties usually used in this 
area. These have white flesh, yellow 
scales and usually range from semi 
flat to flat in shape. Other recom- 
mended varieties are Crystal White 
and Excel. 


Thatch 

Very shoruly many of you will be 
concerned about the thatch in your 
lawn. You will be either trying to 
burn it off or getting a thatcher to get 
it up or rake it up, and this is good. 
Many lawns need thatching. 

To determine if your lawn needs 
thatching, see if there is a build up of 
clippings next to the ground. If these 
clippings are one-fourth inch or 
more, you need to thatch. This build- 
up prevents moisture from going 
into the ground. It serves as a place 
for disease to start growing, and the 
grass root system will grow into 
these areas when dry weather comes, 
the grass will be very droughty be- 
cause the thatch material will not 
hold much water. By removing this 
thatch, you will have your lawn in a 
healthier condition for the spring. It 
is recommended that thatching not 
be done until the middle of Febru- 
ary. This leaves ‘less time for your 
yard to be almost bare before new 
growth starts. 

The question always arises about 
whether to burn the yard off. Bum-

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Elba Police Chief Jack Parker resigns

Elba Police Chief Jack Parker 
told the city council Monday eve- 
ning that his final day on the job will 
be March 31st. 

Parker noted several reasons, in- 
cluding his health problems of the 
past year, his many years of law en- 
forcement work (city, state and fed- 
eral) and a desire to spend more time 
with his wife Betty. 

Parker told the council members 
he and his wife don’t plan to leave 
Elba, it is their home and will be 
their home. He added his plans in- 
cluded keeping his police certifica- 
tion active and would be available to 
help Elba whenever needed. 

The retiring chief had high praise 
for the professionalism in the police 
department and the dedication of the 
officers. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood noted that 
the problems which he faced daily 
after entering office in October 1992 
have largely been “alleviated and he 
appreciated the efforts of the police 
department. Haywood attributed the 
success to good leadership and it had 
made his (the Mayor’s) job much 
easier. 

Council member Bill Brunson 
said he continues to hear comments 
about the improvements. 


Council member Gladys Yelver- 
ton added she hears good things 
about their work and Mr, Parker has 
been a good leader, “I appreciate 
that,” she added. 

The city council unanimously 
adopted the boom box ordinance 
which was introduced at the last 
council meeting. Such an ordinance 
has been under consideration for 
several months. The ordinance is 
published in the legal section of this 
issue of The Elba Clipper. It will be 
in effect today (Thursday, January 
26). 

The council heard two proposals 
for liability insurance for the coming 
year. Currently the Alabama League 
of Municipalities own insurance plan 
is used by the city. The cost last year 
for both the city and water and elec- 
tric was in excess of $90,000, ac- 
cording to City Clerk Henry Clark. 

Ronnie Young, representing 
Southeast Insurance, presented a 
plan which would cost the city 
$79,614 for the base policy. How- 
ever he recommended some options 
which could add to this cost. 

Andy Duncan, representing the 
present League sponsored policy 
also made a presentation to the coun- 
cil. He said his plan would cost 
$92,108 for the coming year. 

Council members expressed con- 


cem that the policy offered by 
Young would not cover suits filed 
after the policy was purchased if the 
incident happened prior to January 
30, 1995, without additional pre- 
mium. The League policy would au- 
tomatically cover all claims. They 
will consider later whether or not to 
increase the deductible from $1,000 
to $5,000. 

The council voted to stay with the 
present insurance carrier unless the 
tirm Young was representing offered 
a substantial improvement for less 
money. 

The council approved paying at- 
torney bills to City Attorney Mark 
Vaughan after asking him to explain 
some of the charges. Bills totaling 
$2,928.75 were approved for De- 
cember and included $2,077.50 for 
work in prosecuting city cases in 
District Court. 

A balance from previous months 
of $4,744 was not paid. Haywood 
said the city clerk would research to 
see of a 10% discount taken was af- 
ter the deadline for the discount and 
report back to the council.

Judge Blair introduced Skip 
Hemp, who is director and founder 
of Pathway - a residential facility for 
the treatment of troubled young peo- 
ple. 

Hemp has contracted with the 
Alabama Department of Youth Ser- 
vices to implement a Boot Camp 
Program for young people. 

According to Hemp, the camp, 
which will be located at Pathway’s 
present facility near New Brockton, 
will serve a ten-county region. 

Hemp gave a brief overview of 
the program to the commission stat- 
ing that the program would stress 
more than just military type disci- 
pline. He said that educational and 
vocational skills would also be pro- 
vided through the program. 

“Discipline alone is not the an- 
swer when dealing with juvenile be- 
havior problems - there has to be

Judge Blair told commissioners 
that he was very much in favor of 
the Boot Camp. There is a possibili- 
ty that it would greatly reduce the 
county’s dependency on the Diver- 
sion Center in Dothan. 

Hemp told commissioners that 
with the eleven county participation, 
Coffee County’s share of the ex- 
pense would be $11,075.33. The Al- 
abama Department of Youth Servic- 
es is expected to provide $230,000 
for the program. 

He told commissioners that this 
could be provided through in-kind 
services. Those services would con- 
sist of five loads of gravel and the 
use of the county’s federal tax identi- 
fication number. 

Hemp explained that the Federal 
ID number could be used in purchas- 
ing military surplus equipment such 
as uniforms, boots, cots, cooking 
utensils, etc. 

The county would be given credit 
for the actual value of the items and 
not just the purchase price. The 
items would also remain on the 
county inventory list. 

After a round table discussion of 
the proposal by the commissioners - 
and their attorney, Commissioner 
Brooks made the motion that they 
grant Hemp’s request.

Owen Ziglar granted a stay by high court

There exists a possibility that the 
Owen Ziglar trial WILL NOT take 
place during the week of February 
13, 1995 as scheduled. 

On January 18, 1995, the Su- 
preme Court of Alabama issued an 
order that all proceedings in the Zi- 
glar case are stayed pending the dis- 
position of the petition filed with the 
high court on behalf of the defendant 
Owen Ziglar. 

During Ziglar’s last trial which 
ended in a mistrial due to the jury 
being unable to reach a unanimous 
decision, the judge, George C. Simp- 
son, denied a pretrial motion by the 
defense based on double jeopardy. 

The defendant’s attorney, J. Staf- 
ford Pittman, has filed a special writ 
with the high court challenging the 
judge’s denial of his motion, 

In the writ, Pittman alleges that 
the defendant has been denied a tran- 
script of the court proceeding and 
that such a denial is a denial of the 
defendant’s constitutional rights, de- 
nial of his rights to equal protection 
and due pracess of law. 

A motion is now before the Cir- 
cuit Court of Coffee County askins 
that the denial of a transcript be re- 
considered. 

The motion states: 1) - The tran- 
script is relative to cross examina- 
tion and impeachment in any future 
trial on these issues; 2) - The defen- 
dant is indigent-and is entitled to a 
transcript of his trial, 

The motion was presented to the 
court on January 12, 1995 and the
